ith 4,844 new 

trations recorded in 

2010, the American 
Guernsey Association exceeded 
our registration activity from 
2009 by over 500 animals, an 
improvement of over 13%. This 
is the strongest resurgence we 
have seen in several years. How- 
ever, it does not mean that we 
can rest on our laurels. I believe 
it is critical that we return to re- 
cording a minimum of 5,000 new 
Guernseys each year. Let’s con- 
tinue to work to keep registra- 
tions current and do what we can 
to get our neighbors with grade 
Guernseys to become part of all 
that AGA has to offer. 

The annual report will be a much cheerier document this year a’ 
we also will be reporting a significant improvement in the financial 
situation of your association. The AGA and Purebred Publishing op- 
erated significantly in the black in 2010. The actual numbers will be 
reported once the accountants have reviewed and finalized the books. 
This allowed us to pay off the debt incurred after the disastrous year 
we had in 2009. Through increased registration activity and much 
improved advertising levels in the Guernsey Breeders’ Journal, in- 
come was improved greatly. More importantly, expenses were curbed 
significantly. Of course we work to reduce expenses in as many ways 
as possible that do not directly affect the service our members receive, 
but there were examples of lesser service because of cost-cutting mea- 
sures. This points to the need for continued participation so that fur- 
ther cuts do not become necessary. 

This issue of the Journal contains the 2010 All-American nomi- 
nees. Although these nominees have already been named on the 
AGA web site, I think it is exciting to be able to see them all pictured 
here along with their show records from 2010. It is clear, particu- 
larly among the heifers, that a show season that essentially extends 
from June to November can provide judges with a heifer that can 
look quite different from show to show. Couple that with judges with 
slightly different viewpoints and you have the makings of an excit- 
ing All-American contest. I am glad that our breed does not place an 
overwhelming amount of importance on a single National Show. An 
All-American award is not won or lost on the strength of one placing 
on one day in the fall. Guernsey breeders can choose to attend the 
National Show that is closest to them or travel far and wide to gain ad- 
ditional exposure for their animal. Either way, they can expect strong 
consideration for an All-American nomination no matter where they 
win. I am happy to see that even a few individuals from the geograph- 
ically isolated NGS-Sacramento received nominations in 2010. Our 
western members have never lacked quality animals or enthusiasm. 

I always find it interesting to analyze the All-American nominees 
from a genetics standpoint. So many factors influence the making of 
an All-American that it is understandable that a wide variety of sires 
and maternal lines make an impact. Sires that are most widely used 
tend to have a corresponding high number of daughters nominated. 
Challenge, Aaron and Tiller fit that bill. Bul's like Showtime and 
Adacka may not have been used in all herds, but they have had a sig- 
nificant impact in herds that like to show and they both came through 
with a large number of daughters nominated. All told, 25 different 
proven sires had at least one daughter nominated. 11 different sires 
produced nominees while still young sires. Additionally 12 homebred 
bulls produced nominees. All in all, the heifers were fairly spread 
out among proven, young and homebred sires (11 proven, 7 young 
and 6 homebred). The differences came in the cow classes as four 
young sires and six homebred bulls had daughters nominated while 
a whopping 21 different proven sires produced milking nominees. 12

Koad Recollections

ach month as I begin to write my 

4 column I think about particular cows 
that I have seen in my recent travels 

and sometimes even as I am out on the road 
an idea will pop into my head regarding 
bulls that I think breeders would appreci- 
ate reading about. This past month I have 
not seen a lot of young sire daughters but 


on a recent trip I saw a few daughters of 


bulls that have been active for a while and 
I thought breeders might like to know my 
latest thoughts on these particular bulls. 
Edgewater Meadows Yogibear-ET is 
a bull that has been used very heavily by 
a lot of breeders around the country. This 
is proven by the fact that he had the most 
registered daughters of any bull in 2010. I 
have been very pleased watching the Yo- 
gibear daughters develop over the past few 


years. Most of his first crop daughters are 
now in their third lactation and are main- 
taining a very youthful appearance. The 
Yogis have a lot of strength, width and 
substance. As young cows they have really 
tight fore udders and the udder attachments 
remain strong as the cows mature. When 
I first started seeing Yogibear daughters I 
thought they were cows that would mature 
well and be solid commercial cows that will 
compete in any environment. I am happy 
to report that I am seeing third lactation 
cows that appear to be doing just that and 
they look like they will continue to be very 
productive for several more lactations. An- 
other positive comment I have heard from 
various breeders on the Yogibear daughters 


is they breed back quickly and the Yogibear 


semen is good conception as well. This un- 
doubtedly can be attributed to the Goliath 
genetics in the pedigree. 

Another proven bull that I continue 
to see consistency from is Sniders Option 
Aaron-ET. I have witnessed Aaron really 
stamping out the rear udders. Tremendous 
height and width of rear udder is the norm. 
The Aaron daughters are dairy and milking 
extremely well. The fore udders can be a 
little loose at times but I don’t think it is a 
serious problem and this is not always the 
case. The Aaron daughters also exhibit a 
lot of style and balance. Aaron has also 
been used very heavily across the country 
and had the second most registered daugh- 


ters in the US in 2010. Both Aaron and Yo- 
gibear have been used as a sire of sons and 
actually the first sons are already available 
for sampling. 

I am seeing a lot of Idle Gold E Chal- 
lenge-ET daughters fresh around the coun- 
try as well. The Challenge daughters are 
so consistent that I can almost pick them 
out in a herd. They are shorter cattle that 
lack a little strength and width. But they 
have great udders! They are shallow, well- 
attached udders with great teat placement 
and enough capacity that they are milking 
well. In addition the Challenge daughters 


often exhibit a lot of style and balance as 


evidenced by the many show winners that 
were produced in the past two years. 
Finally, on my most recent trip I did 
see the first milking daughters of Craig 
Moor Neon Sensation. He was a bull that 
was independently sampled through United 
Guernsey Genetics. While it is too early to 
tell yet how the Sensation daugiters are go- 
ing to fare, I thought it was interesting to 
note the ones I saw followed a very distinct 
pattern. They had tightly attached udders 
with some veining. They were open, dairy 
heifers that were moderated sized and had 
high tailheads. I realize it is way too early 
to pass judgment on this bull but this pat- 
tern I have seen certainly makes me very 
anxious to see what the other daughters will 


look like.

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The Power of Youth Programs

t's hard to deny the success of the 
American Guernsey Youth Associa- 
tion (AGYA) with its goal of teaching 


life skills to develop youth into leaders of 


tomorrow. 

Anyone who has ever attended a Na- 
tional Guernsey Convention has felt the 
electricity in the air during quiz bowl com- 


petitions and witnessed the camaraderie of 


young friends who meet only once or twice 
a year at junior Guernsey events. 

The life lessons these activities teach 
extend well beyond that one week in June. 
Skills such as critical thinking, decision 
making, problem solving, speaking and in- 
dependent thinking are just a few that youth 
contests develop. 

To see the impact the AGYA has on its 
members, look no further than to Kevin and 
Karen Anderson of Up The Creek Farm 
in Lester Prairie, Minn. The brother-sister 
team has a family with a deep passion for 
the breed. However, AGYA took this pas- 
sion to “the next level,” says Karen. 

“The Guernsey cow and the American 
Guernsey Youth Association have provided 
me with a number of once-in-a-lifetime ex- 
periences. These experiences have helped 
me develop into the outgoing person that | 
am today.” 


Early Start 

Karen’s resume of Guernsey activities 
started with her involvement in the show 
ring at the age of six. “I take pride in pre- 
paring our animals to their best potential,” 


she says. “Over time, I became more in-

volved with many different activities at the 
National Guernsey Conventions from the 
queen contest and public speaking contest 
to quiz bowl and production contests.” 

The pinnacle of Karen’s youth career 
came at the 2010 National Guernsey Con- 
vention in Pennsylvania when she was 
named the National Outstanding Guernsey 
Youth. Additionally, she has been honored 
with a number of Guernsey scholarships, 
including the Turley, Max Dawdy and Sch- 
nebly Scholarships. 

Karen gave back to the organization 
by serving as 2009 AGYA President and 
served on the AGYA board as the North 
District representative. “The Guernsey as- 
sociation has given so much to me,” she 
says. “I have become more confident and 
now I want to share my experiences with 
other youth.” 


Unique Experiences 

Likewise, older brother Kevin has been very 
active in AGYA, participating in activities 
ranging from national junior shows to quiz 
bowl and production contests. Kevin has 
taken his experiences through the American 
Guernsey Association a step further by set- 
ting up his own internship opportunities. 

“I love the Guernsey breed and know 
that I want to continue with fawn and white 
cows,” says Kevin. “I thought it would be a 
great Opportunity to intern with Guernsey 
operations in other parts of the country.” 

Through connections made through 
years of breed involvement, Kevin was able 
to set up internships with Lavon Farms in 


Plano, Texas, and Faria Farms in Escalon, 
Calif., during the summer of 2008 and 
2010, respectively. 

At Lavon Farms, Kevin had the oppor- 
tunity to work with several of the breed’s 
top cows and experience working with 
cows on pasture and the challenges it can 
present. Faria Farms gave Kevin the chance 
to work on a 1,400-cow dairy operation, as 
well as with Golden State Breeders. 

“These experiences I had working di- 
rectly with Guernsey breeders in their envi- 
ronments provided me with valuable insight 
into how we need to help the breed move 
forward,” says Kevin. “The opportunity 
to watch cows, such as Faria Farms Men- 
tor Susie EX-91, compete in the same pen 
with top Holstein cows was tremendous. It 
shows that Guernseys truly can compete in 
commercial operations.” 


Continuing Tradition 
Both Kevin and Karen want to continue 
their deep Guernsey heritage at Up The 
Creek. It’s hard to find a family with more 
Guernsey experience than the Andersons. 
Up The Creek Farm was homesteaded 
in Lester Prairie in 1856. Ninety-four years 
later, the first Guernsey called the farm 
home when their grandfather Glen Ander- 
son received a calf as a gift from his uncle. 
What started as one Guernsey calf grew 
into a 100-percent Registered Guernsey 
herd. After Glen retired, his son David took 
over and became the sixth generation to op- 
erate this 158-acre farm. 


In 1985, David married Donna Wagner

Donna’s father, Audrey, was a well-re- 
spected marketer and judge of Guernsey 
cattle having judged at more than a dozen 
state fairs and numerous nationwide and in- 
ernational shows. 

Karen inherited Audrey’s keen eye for 
good cattle winning numerous judging con- 
tests, including: 

¢ 2006 All-American 4-H Dairy Judging 
Contest in Harrisburg, Penn., where she 
placed first individually, second individual 
in oral reasons and fourth team overall. 

¢ 2008 NAILE 4-H Dairy Judging Con- 
test in Louisville, Ky., where she placed 
fourth individually, sixth in individual oral 
reasons and first team overall. 

¢ 2009 National 4-H Dairy Judging Con- 
test in Madison, Wis., where she placed 
first individually, second in individual oral 
reasons and fifth team overall. 

¢ 2010 NAILE Collegiate Dairy Judg- 
ing Contest in Louisville, Ky., where she 
placed first individual, first in individual 
oral reasons and first team overall. 

Karen started her judging career 15 
years ago upon the encouragement of her 
parents to join the county dairy judging 
team. “I am very grateful for my parents’ 
support of judging,” she says. “Through my 
involvement, I learned the art of evaluat- 
ing dairy cattle and delivering oral reasons. 
It helped me improve my public speaking 


and presentation skills. With a number of 


coaches, I was able to develop an unbiased 
perception of each cow that I evaluated... 
am honored and blessed to have dedicated 
team members and coaches that were with 
mie every step of the way.” 

World Dairy Expo 2009 was one Karen 
will never forget. In addition to winning the 
National 4-H Judging Contest, she won Re- 
serve Grand Champion of the National Ju- 
nior Guernsey Show with Moziers Kingsley 
Nicole of UTC EX-91, who also placed first 
in the open show. Karen purchased Nicole’s 
dam — Moziers Turley Tempest EX-91 
— sight unseen from Dr. John Mozier, Louis- 
burg, Kan., from the Ozark Jubilee Sale. 

The Andersons have had considerable 
success in the show ring. They have exhib- 
ited at Minnesota State Fair for 38 years, 
taking a string of 12 to 14 head. The six to 
seven best of this string make the trek to 
Madison for World Dairy Expo. 

Perhaps the World Dairy Expo win most 
Guernsey breeders recall was when the An- 
dersons showed Up The Creek Royal Oak 
Winky EX-93 — the first outstanding first- 
crop daughter of Royal Oak. After Winky 
won the senior-three-year-old class in 1999, 
Royal Oak was on the map with breeders 
clamoring for his semen, 

“Winky was consistently successful in 
the show ring,” says Donna. “We showed 
her at the Minnesota State Fair in 2005 at 


the age of nine.” 

Winky left her mark at Up The Creek 
with four Aaron daughters, one Neon 
and one Villa Crest Fame Marquis in the 
herd. Winky’s lifetime production to- 
tals 165,810M, 7,791F and 5,671P in 
3,103 days. Her best record is 8-08 365D 
26,020M, 1,386F and 827P. 

“Winky was a moderate-sized, well-bal- 
anced cow who demonstrated the longev- 
ity and milk production that we at Up the 
Creek Farm strive for,” says Donna. 

Other prominent cow families at Up The 
Creek include: 

¢ Valley Hill Cherry Candy VG-88, who 
Donna purchased on the Land of Lincoln 
Sale in Illinois prior to marrying David. She 
brought Candy with her to Up The Creek 
and started a prolific family. Candy’s life- 
time production totaled 113,020M, 4,963F 
and 3,141P. Her most notable descendants 
are Up The Creek Neon Cavalier the 2007 
All-American Summer Yearling and Up 
The Creek Magics Chevy EX-90 with a 
best record of 6-08 343D 24,920M, 1,026F 
and 784P. 

¢ Up The Creek Extras Alice EX-90 


has given the Andersons a combination of 


milk production and type. Up The Creek 
Hawks Attack EX-90 is one example with 
5-02 357D 26,538M, 1,305F and 884P. Up 
The Creek Challenge Advent VG-84 is cur- 
rently #141 on the CPI list. This family is 
the basis of the Lakey’s of Trempealeau, 
Wis., successful show cows Prairie Cream 
Tiller Abigail-ET EX-91, who was Grand 
Champion of the National Junior Guernsey 
Show-Madison in 2008 and Reserve Grand 
in 2007; and Prairie Cream Magicman 
Alyah-ET VG-89 was the 2009 Reserve 
All-American Sr. Two- Year-Old. 

¢ Up The Creek Valiants Sagwa EX-93 
is the dam of the current Dairybelt young 


sire Up The Creek Sydneys Scoobie. . 


Sagwa was nominated All-American and 
Junior All-American Aged Cow in 2009, 
and also nominated All-American in 2008. 
Sagwa has one daughter in the herd, Up 
The Creek Decision Sassy VG-89, who is 
number 117 on the CPI list. Up The Creek 
Christian Sundae, who is a 2010 nominated 
All-American Spring Yearling also stems 
from another branch of this family. 

Kevin and Karen have also been able 
to introduce new bloodlines into the herd 
through the AGYA-¢s Guernsey Gold Con- 
test. This contest allows juniors to purchase 
certain animals that are designated by the 
American Guernsey Association and ‘sale 
management as “Guernsey Gold” heifers. 
The sale manager then places 15 percent 
of the proceeds from the sale of that heifer 
into a jackpot to be awarded to the animals 
completing the highest mature equivalent 
(ME) protein records among all Guernsey 
Gold heifers sold each year. 


“We have had several Guernsey Gold 
purchases that really did well for-us,” says 
Kevin. “This program gave us a strong 
foundation of genetics that Karen and I are 


using to develop new cow families.” 


Careful Matings 

Anyone who has ever had the chance to talk 
with Kevin about Guernseys knows that he 
is a “walking encyclopedia” of Guernsey 
sires. Breeding decisions. are made with 
much thought and consideration. 

“We are committed to moving the breed 
and our herd forward in every way pos- 
sible.” says Kevin. “We strive for an appro- 
priate balance of health traits, production 
and type. We also keep a relatively close 
eye on inbreeding and try to avoid it.” 

David describes the ideal-cow for their 
operation as one that is of moderate size 
with width and strength, along with an ex- 
cellent udder and feet and legs. “We want 
cows that are balanced,” he explains: “We 
also want cows that breed back easily.” 

Donna adds that their breeding program is 
one designed to give today’s dairy producers 
what they want — a cow that can compete, be 
efficient and profitable in this difficult dairy 
economy. “We consign animals to sales, as 
well as sell cattle privately for project calves 
and to dairies that want to purchase Guern- 
seys for replacement animals.” 

The Andersons typically consign ani- 
mals to the Upper Midwest Spring Sale, 
Wisconsin Video Calf Sale and National 
Convention Sale. They also sell bulls peri- 
odically out of their best cows. Currently, 
they have two sires in A.I. Scoobie is col- 
lected through Dairybelt and Up The Creek 
Neon Lyndon is at Accelerated Genetics. 
Future in Dairy 

When looking to the future, the An- 
dersons see Guernseys staying strong at 
Up The Creek. Kevin recently graduated 
from the University of Minnesota with a 
Bachelor of Science in animal science with 
a dairy production emphasis. Karen plans 
to graduate with the same degree from the 
University of Minnesota in December. 

“Karen and I both want Up The Creek 
Farm to continue and will do everything we 
can to make sure that happens,” he says. 
“However, we both would like to find jobs 
off the farm, but within the dairy industry to 
gain more experience.” 

Kevin and Karen both thank their par- 
ents, family and Guernsey supporters for all 
the encouragement and help over the years. 
“You have made raising Guernsey cattle 
worthwhile and taught us that a positive at- 
titude is a must,” says Kevin. “We are both 
excited about the future of the Guernsey 
cow and thankful to have the leadership 
of the American Guernsey Association for 
support.”

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he 2010 show season provided plenty of excitement for Guern- 

sey breeders. 193 entries were received for the All-American 

contest with 132 individuals and groups earning a nomination. 
The nominating committee for 2010 consisted of the four National 
Guernsey Show judges: Gary Estes, NGS-Harrisburg; Lynn Har- 
baugh, NGS-Madison; Chris Lahmers, NGS-Louisville; and Hank 
van Exel, NGS-Sacramento. Each judge received a listing of show 
placings and a photo of each entry. They then indicated the six animals 
in each class they wished to nominate. As usual, any ties were broken 
by the judge of a state fair show that had as much exposure as possible 


to the animals in question. 


THE SIRES 

Forty-nine different sires accounted for the nominees this year. Four 
Winds Showtime-ET and Trotacre Loral Tiller-ET tied with eight nom- 
inations each.

of those 21 have sons being used in AI sam- 
pling programs. 

On the maternal side of the pedigree, 
the All-American contest has been domi- 
nated for nearly two decades by the family 
of Westlynn Tom Dee. Since the great cow 
herself was first nominated in 1993, a mem- 
ber of this family has received at least an 
HM All-American certificate every single 
year. This year, maternal descendents ac- 
counted for five nominations, three in the 
heifer classes and a pair of cows. However, 
Marshdene Magic Mary, EX-94, has pushed 
the bar a bit higher with six maternal off- 
spring making the cut. Five heifers and a 
Milking Fall Yearling were nominated ac- 
counting for three different generations of 
the family. 

Lastly, I looked at those nominees that 
had been purchased. Almost 75% of the 
nominees are bred and owned. Of the 25 
that are not, five were procured from pur- 
chased embryos, nine through private sales 
and 11 through public auctions. So, if you 
aren’t sure your 2011 nominee is already 
out in the barn, look no further than the 
many outstanding sales featuring Regis- 
tered Guernseys that are coming up this 
spring and summer.
